actuation of said first actuator switch and actuation of said second 

actuator switch, and 
wherein said second actuator switch is activated by motion of said sound 

generating member . 

2. (original) The toy garment of claim 1 , wherein said sound generating member 
has an integrated circuit chip, an amplifier, and a power supply. 

3. (previously presented) The toy garment of claim 1 , wherein said clothing is 
selected from the group consisting of a skirt, dress, shirt, and pants. 

4. (original) The toy garment of claim 1 , wherein said sound generating member is 
removably connected to said article of dress. 
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5. (currently amended) The toy garment of claim 1 , wherein said sound gonorating 
m e mb e r e mits sound, said sound bo i ng is_selected from the group consisting of 
music, voice, articulation, audible vibration, and any combinations thereof. 

6. (currently amended) The toy garment of claim 5, wherein said sound g e n e rating 
mombor omits further comprises interchangeable prerecorded sound.

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13. (original) The toy garment of claim 1 , wherein said outer housing is formed from 
a material being selected from the group consisting of a thermoplastic, a thermoset 
material, a rigid material, a resilient material, a composite material, and any 
combinations thereof. 

14. (original) The toy garment of claim 13, wherein said material is high impact 
polystyrene porene.

16. (currently amended) A toy garment capable of generating a sound comprising: 

an article of dress having a pocket, wherein said article of dress is clothing; 
and 

a sound generating member adapted to be removably inserted into said 
pocket and having an integrated circuit chip, an amplifier, a power supply, 
a first actuator switch , a motion activated trigger comprising a spring 
cylinder, and an outer housing, 

wherein said sound generating member emits a -said sound in response to 
actuation of said first actuator switch and said motion activated trigger . 

17. (previously presented) The toy garment of claim 16, wherein clothing is 
selected from the group consisting of skirt, dress, shirt, and pants. 
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18. (original) The toy garment of claim 16, wherein said pocket has a hole. 

19. (currently amended) The toy garment of claim 16, wherein sa i d sound 
gonorat i ng mombor e mits sound, said sound bein§-is_selected from the group 
consisting of music, voice, articulation, audible vibration, and any combinations 
thereof. 

20. (currently amended) The toy garment of claim 19, wherein said sound 
g e n e rating momb e r e m i ts further comprises interchangeable prerecorded sound.

28. (original) The toy garment of claim 16, wherein said outer housing is formed 
from a material being selected from the group consisting of a thermoplastic, a 
thermoset material, a rigid material, a resilient material, a composite material, and 
any combinations thereof.

30. (original) The toy garment of claim 16, wherein said article of dress and said 
sound generating member are miniaturized. 

31 . (currently amended) A toy garment capable of generating a sound comprising: 
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a sound generating member having a first actuator switch and a second 

actuator switch; and 
an article of dress having means for receiving said sound generating member, 

wherein said article of dress is cloth^ 
wherein said first actuator switch is actuated and deactuated bv manual 

depression of said first actuator switch, and 
wherein said second actuator switch is actuated bv motion of said sound 

generating member . 

32. (original) The toy garment of claim 31 , wherein said sound generating member 
has an integrated circuit chip, an amplifier, a power supply, and an outer housing. 

33. (previously presented) The toy garment of claim 31 , wherein said clothing is 
selected from the group consisting of skirt, dress, shirt, and pants. 

34. (original) The toy garment of claim 31 , wherein said sound generating member 
is removably connected to said article of dress. 

35. (original) The toy garment of claim 31 , wherein said article of dress has a 
pocket for receiving said sound generating member. 
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36. (original) The toy garment of claim 31 , wherein said sound generating member 
emits sound, said sound being selected from the group consisting of music, voice, 
articulation, audible vibration, and any combinations thereof. 

37. (original) The toy garment of claim 36, wherein said sound generating member 
emits interchangeable prerecorded sound.

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43. (original) The toy garment of claim 42, wherein manual deactuation of said first 
actuator switch overrides motion actuation of said second actuator switch. 



44. (original) The toy garment of claim 40, wherein said sound generating member 
ceases to emit sound after a period of non-motion. 

45. (original) The toy garment of claim 44, wherein said period of non-motion is 
about 15 seconds to about 45 seconds. 

46. (original) The toy garment of claim 45, wherein said period of non-motion is 
adjustable. 

47. (original) The toy garment of claim 32, wherein said outer housing is formed 
from a material being selected from the group consisting of a thermoplastic, a 
thermoset material, a rigid material, a resilient material, a composite material, and 
any combinations thereof.

49. (withdrawn) A toy garment capable of generating a sound comprising: 

a sound generating member having a first actuator switch and an outer 
housing; and 
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an article of dress having means for receiving said sound generating member, 
said article of dress being a shoe, wherein said sound generating member 
emits a sound in response to actuation of said first actuator switch. 

50. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 49, wherein said sound generating 
member has an integrated circuit chip, an amplifier, and a power supply. 

51 . (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 49, wherein said sound generating 
member is removably connected to said article of dress. 

52. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 49, wherein said sound generating 
member emits sound, said sound being selected from the group consisting of music, 
voice, articulation, audible vibration, and any combinations thereof. 

53. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 52, wherein said sound generating 
member emits interchangeable prerecorded sound. 

54. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 49, wherein said sound generating 
member has a second actuator switch that is activated by motion of said sound 
generating member. 
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55. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 54, wherein said sound generating 
member emits sound in response to actuation of said first actuator switch and 
motion of said sound generating member. 

56. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 55, wherein said sound generating 
member ceases to emit sound after a period of non-motion. 

57. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 56, wherein said period of non-motion is 
about 15 seconds to about 45 seconds. 

58. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 57, wherein said period of non-motion is 
adjustable. 

59. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 55, wherein said first actuator switch is 
actuated and deactuated by manual depression of said first actuator switch. 

60. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 59, wherein manual actuation and 
deactuation of said first actuator switch override motion activation of said sound 
generating member. 

61 . (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 49, wherein said outer housing is formed 
from a material selected from the group consisting of a thermoplastic, a thermoset 
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material, a rigid material, a resilient material, a composite material, and any 
combinations thereof. 

62. (withdrawn) The toy garment of claim 61, wherein said material is high impact 
polystyrene porene. 
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
